the Sovereignty of their own Country, but they

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a diſconcerted Body; and the Hugeiſb were ſo 
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Pequots firſt declared War with the Narrhaganſets ; 


theſe to be reveng'd of their Enemies, made an Al- 
liance with the Engliſb to deſtroy their own Coun- 
trymen, till at laſt both were ſwallowed up by the 
Conqueror : The Narrhapgaiſets preſerved themſelves 
the longeſt, by their Adherence to the en who 
frequently aſſiſted them againſt their Enemies; but 
at the ſame Time kept them ſo much in Awe, as 
to oblige them, upon any Cauſe of Complaint a- 
gainſt the Exgliſb, to repair to the Governor, and 
endeavour to compoſe Matters in an amicable Way, 
before they pretended to do themſelves Juſtice by 
any open Acts of Hoſtility. The Indians began to 
ſee their Error when it was too late, for no ſingle 
Nation of them was now a Match for the Engliſb, 
nor could they make Alliances with one another 
without being diſcovered by the Miſſionaries. 

Bur notwithſtanding all this, Philip King of 
the Y/ompanoags, a Nation bordering on the:County | 
of Plimquth, à bold and daring Prince, having a | 
mortal Hatred to the Engliſb, and fearing to be 
brought under their Yoke, reſolved to oppoſe their 
growing Power; for this End, he invited as many 
of the Subjects of other Indian' Princes . as were 
willing to come to him, and gave them Arms. 
He ſent a ſecret Embaſſy to the NVarrbaganſets, to 
offer them an Offenſive and Defenſive Alhances ba 
they as well as the other Indian Nations were afrai

Ix the mean Time Ppilip's Preparations werk 
diſcovered to the ZExgliſi bY John Fa, 8. : 
Son of an Indian Convert, who had beeti educated 
in the Chriſtian Faith, but when he came to judge 
for himſelf,” returned to the Religion of his Anceſ- 
tors, and became Scerètary to Philip. © After ſome 
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Tini he deſerted his Maſter, and returning to the 
Engęliſß he changed his Religion again, and gave 
ſoch Signs of Sincerity, that he was admitted to the 
Communion in one of the Indian Churches, and com- 
miſffion'd to be a Preacher and Miſfionary, for the 
Converfion of his Countrymen to Chriſtianity : As 
this Sauſaman was travelling up and down the 
Country i upon his MiſBonary Work, he got Infor- 
matiog of. Philip's Defigns, and went immediately 
to the Ggvernor of Plimouth, and made a full Diſ- 
covery of them. ' Philip was quickly informed 
both of the Treafon and Traytor, and took ſuch 
Meaſures upon it as quickly coſt the poor Man his 
Life; for, as lie was travelling the Country alone, 
in tHe Winter Time, two or three of Philip's Men 
lay in ABU for Him, and murdered him, as he 
was goidg over a Pond, and to conceal the Fact, 
cut Hos ib the Ice, and thruſt his Body into it, 
leavini his Hat and im on the OQut-ſide, that the 
We rid might think he had ſlipp'd. in and drowned 
elf.” When it Was rumoured abroad that Sau- 
1 fan d milde, g= ſor orge of his Neighbours went 
dut in Se * of him, and finding his Hat and Gun 
by the Pond, they drew out his Body, and buried 
it; but he Rs #45 of Plimouth luſpecting that 
he was murdered, order'd his Body to be dog up, 
and imparnePd a Jury to fit upon it, who, upon 
examining. the Body, found the Neck broke, and 
the Head very — 0 ſwelled, and Bruiſes in ſeveral 
other Parts, whereupon they gave it as their Opi- 
nion, that he was murder*d. Dr. Mather ſays, that 
when Tobias, one of King Philip's Counſellors, who 
was ſuſpected of the, Murder, approached, the Body, 
it fell a bleeding, and that upon repeating the Ex- 
periment ſeveral Times, it always bled afreſh ; 
but the Juſtice of Peace did not think fit to com- 
mit him upon this Evidence, till one Patuckſon an 
Indian came in and fwore, that he ſaw him with his

Son, and another Indian. called Mattaſhinnamy kill 


Sauſaman ; upon this they were all three apprehend- 

ed, and after a fair Trial for their Lives by a Jury, 
conſiſting half of Exgliſß, and half of Indians, were 
found guilty ; and tho* they denied the Fact upon 
the Ladder, yet the laſt of them happening to 
break or flip the Rope, confeſſed before he was 
turned off the ſecond Time, that the other two | 
Indians who had ſuffered, did really murder Sauſa- 


man, but himſelf was only a Spectator of it“. 


__ Philip's Reſentments boiled in his Breaſt at theſe f 


Proceedings of the Engliſh, for tho' he did not im- 
mediately break with them, yet he allowed his 


People to gather together in a tumultuous Man- 


ner, and inſult them as they were at Work in the 


Field, and when Complaint was made of the Diſ- 
orders of his People, and Meſſengers ſent to deſire 


him to prevent the like for the future; he received 
them with Diſdain, and ſent them Home with a 
ſurly Anſwer. Things continued in this uncertain 
Poſture till the Month of June, when ſome of Phi- 


lip's Men rifled ſeveral Houſes in the Plantation near 


» Mount Hope, the Place of Pbilip's chief Reſidence ; 


upon which one of the Enghſo fired his Gun, and | 


wounded an Indian. The Governor of Plimouth 
hearing of theſe Diſorders, ſent out a Party of Men 
for the Defence of thoſe Parts, and proclaimed a 
Faft to be obſerved throughout the whole Colony 
on the 24th of June; but as the Inhabitants of 
Swanzy were going home from their Prayers, a 
Party of Indians that lay in Ambuſcade, fired upon 
them out of the Woods, kill'd one of their Com- 
pany, and wounded another; the frighted People 
immediately diſpatched two Men for a Surgean, 
but as they were haſtening to the Town the Me{- 
ſengers were intercepted by another Party of Indians, 
and killed; the ſame Night the Iadians entered the

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Town 1 Swanzy, killed ſix Men, and then retired 


= into the Woods. 


Tu War being thus begun, the Governor 
of Plimouth ſent Advice of it to the Maſſachuſets, 
and the other United Colonies, demanding their Al- 
ſiſtance, according to the Articles of Union between 
them: The Maſſachuſet-Cotony diſpatched away“ 
Capt. Thomas Prentice with a Troop of Horſe, and 
Capt. Daniel Henchman with a Company of Foot, 
who were followed by a Company of Volunteers 
under the Command of Capt. Samuel Moſely. They 
joined, the Phmouth Forces under Capt. Cudworth at 
Stanzy, on the 28th of June; and that very Even- 
ing a Party of twelve Men were ſeat toward Mount 
Hope to look out the Enemy, who after they had 
made one Diſcharge at them from behind the 
Buſhes, whereby they killed one of the Engliſb, and 
wounded another, took to their Heels, and fled 
out of Sight, Next Morning the whole Army 
marched towards the Head-Quarters of the Ene- 
my, and offered them Battle, buc as ſoon as they 
had received one of our Fires, they abandoned 
their whole Territory to our juſt Revenge. The 
Army immediately took Poſſeltion of Mount Hope, 
and ravaged the adjacent Country; in their March 
they found the mangled Carcaſſes of ſome of their 
Country men, whoſe Heads were ſtuck upon Poles, 
Bibles torn in Pieces, empty Wigwams, or Cotta- 
ges, and, in a Word, all the Marks of a haſty Re- 
treat; they rſued the Enemy ſeveral Days together, 
and ſkirmi with them in the Woods till they 
cleared that Part of the Country pretty well of them. 
Wx have already obſerved, that Philip had been 
_ tampering with the Narrhaganſets, and the Engliſb 
were very jealous of them; for tho' they had not 
appeared openly in Arms, yet they had ſecretly 
encouraged Philip in his Deſt igns, and by their un-

uſual Carriage towards the Engliſb at this Fime, gave 
Ground to believe, that they waited but à conve- 
nient Opportunity to declare themſelves: All the | 
Maſſachuſet Forces therefore were ordered to march 
over into their Country, not to commit any Acts 


of Hoſtility, but to demand peremptorily their re- 


nouncing all Alliances with Philip, and their enter- 


ing into an offenſive and defenſive Alliance with the 


Engliſh; this wiſe Piece of Conduct frightned the. ; 


Sacbems of the Narrbaganſets into a thorough Sub- 


miſſion for the preſent, inſomuch that on the 15th | 
of July they ſigned and fealed Articles of Peace, 
wherein they promiſed, not only to forbear all | 


Acts of Hoſtility againſt the Eugliſb, but to aſ- 


ſiſt them to their uttermoſt in deſtroying Philip and þ 


his Adherents, to ſeize and deliver up all the Sub- 


jects of Philip that ſhou'd come into their Territo- | 


ries, and to reſtore all ſtolen Goods; for the Per- 
formance of which they delivered up. ſome of the 


Sachem*s near Kinſmen for Hoſtages. The Engliſh, 


to encourage them in the Proſecution of the War, 
promiſed them twenty good Coats for Philip's 
Head, and for every one of his Subjects that they 
ſhould deliver up to the Engliſp alive two Coats, 


and dead one Coat; theſe Articles were ſigned by 


ſeven Engliſh and four Indians in the Name of 
Canonicus, and five other Sachems of the Narrha- 
ganſet Country. DM 

WariLE theſe Things. were doing, Capthin Cad- 


_ worth with the Phmouth Forces was ſent to ſecure the 


Pocaſſet. Indians; but when he came into the Country 
he found them in Arms; Capt. Fuller and Capt. Church 
with two ſmall — had been ſcouring the 
Woods, but were overpowered by an Army of Indians

fer and his Men fled toa little Houſe by the Water - ſide, 

which they made a Shift to defend till a Sloop from

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' = Men was ſurrounded in a Peaſe field by two hun- 


dred of the Enemy, where notwithſtanding the 
Inequality of Numbers he fought with invincible 
E and Bravery for a great while; at laſt he 
got to the Water- ſide, and defended himſelf behind 
a Barricado of Stones till he was brought off in a 
Sloop to Rhode- Tfland without the Lofs of one of 
his Men: When he had refreſhed his Men a few 
Days in the Iſland he paſſed over again to the Con- 
tinent, and borrowing three Files of Men from the 
Maſſachuſet-Forces, he engaged the Pocaſſet- Indians 
again, and flew fourteen, or fifteen of them upon 
the Spot, which ſtruck ſuch a Terror into the reſt 
that they fled into the Woods, and appeared no 
more in a Body in the open Country. 

Tux Detachments that were ſent againſt the 
Pocaſſets join'd the Army again as ſoon as the 
Treaty with the Narrbaganſets was finiſhed, and In- 
formation being given at the ſame Time by ſome 
Deſerters that Philip and his Men were in a certain 
Swamp upon Pocaſſet- Neck, about 18 Miles diſtant, 
it was determin'd in a Council of War to beſiege 
him in it. The Army broke up immediately from 
Taunton, Fuly the 18th, and march'd directly to the 
Place. The Soldiers bravely entered the Thicket, 
but the Enemy was prepar'd to receive them; for 
no ſooner were they entered a few Paces, but the 
Indians fir d upon them from behind the Buſhes, 
and at one Diſcharge kill'd five of the Engliſh, and 
mortally wounded fix or ſeven more. They then 
deleted their Wigwams and retired deeper into the 
Swamp; the EZngiz/þ likewiſe retreated out of Dan- 
ger, finding 1t impoſſible to attack them in the 
Swamp without hazarding the Loſs of the whole 
Army; it was reſolved therefore to reduce them by 
a Blockade, and accordingly two hundred Men were 
poſted at the feveral Avenues of the Thicket, and 
the reſt of the Forces ſent away to the Relief of 
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Mendham, where the Nipmuck Indians were making 
terrible Spoil and Havock ; Philip himſelf was in 
the Thicket, and muſt have ſurrender'd if the 
Engliſh durſt have ventured in to attack him, but 
they were willing to ſpare the Lives of their Men, 
not doubting but they ſhould have him when his 


_ Proviſions were ſpent. Philip indeed was in great 


Perplexity, but being made deſperate, he formed a 


Stratagem, whereby he and ſome of his beſt fight- 


ing Men gave his Enemies the Slip; there was 
a large River which ran by the Side of the Thicket, 
which a Party of Engliſb poſted on the other Side 
were to obſerve, bur: Philip and his Men having cut 


don ſome Rafts of Timber out of the Woods, 


took the Advantage of a low Tide, and in the 
dead of the Night ſwam croſs the River upon them 
without being obſerved, and eſcaped into the Nip- 


' muck Country: About one hundred poor Wretches 


that were left behind came out the next Day, and 
ſurrendered at Diſcretion. But the Engliſh knew 
nothing of Philip's Eſcape till the Morning, when 
a 1 71 was ſent out after him, who by the Direc- 

tion of the Monbegin- Indians purſued him till Night, 
but could not come up with him, only they ſlew 
about thirty of his Men, who being fatigued with

Fux Seat of the War was now carried into the 
Nipmuck Country, who inhabited the Inland Parts

The 
Nipmucł-Indians had killed four or five of the In- 
habirants of Mendbam, Fuly 14, which was the

Capt. Hutchinſon and Capt. Wheeler were ſent here- 
upon to prevent further Miſchief, and invite the 


Natives to a Treaty, They ſeemed at firſt incli- 


able" to Peace, and fixed a Time for ſigning it; but

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— Philip and his Men coming into theſe Parts before- 
n hand ſpirited them up to a general Revolt, in- 
le ſomuch that none of them came to the Place of 
it Treaty; but when Capt. Hutchinſon with a ſmall 
„, Party rid up into the Country to ſee if he could 
is learn the Meaning of it, they diſcharged a Volley 
it of Shot upon him from an Ambuſcade, whereby the 
Captain himſelf was mortally wounded, and eight 
of his Men ſhot dead upon the Spot; the reſt fled 
back to Quaboag, or Brookfield, a little Village about 
60 or 70 Miles from Beſton on the Road to Con- 
| #efticut, and put the Inhabitants into ſuch a Con- 
ſternation, that they all to the Number of about 
70 retired into one Houſe reſolving to live and die 
together. Philip with his new-raiſed Army pur- 
ſued them at the Heels, and coming to the Vil- 
lage ſet all the Houſes on Fire, and aſſaulted that 
in which all the Inhabitants were incloſed ; they 
poured in Shot continually upon the Beſieged for 
two Days together, and attempted ſix ſeveral Times 
to burn the Houſe; one while they threw Fire- 
brands into it, made of Rags tied to the End of 
Poles, and dipped in burning Brimſtone; another 
Time they filled a Cart with Flax, Hemp, and 
other combuſtible Matter, and puſhed it on with 
long Poles ſpliced one to another : This Device would 
certainly have taken Effect, if a great Storm of Rain 
: had not ſuddenly extinguiſhed the Fire in the 
Machine before it took the Houſe ; the Beſieged 
1 behaved themſelves with the utmoſt Bravery, and 
were at laſt relieved by Major Willard, who hear- 
ing by Accident of their Diſtreſs, at 30 Miles Di- 
ſtance, marched immediately with a Company of 
forty-eight Men, and falling upon the Indians in 
the Night, killed about 80 of them, drove the reſt 
back into the Woods, and fo raiſed the Siege of this 
little Hovel, for it deſerved no better a Name.

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Philip with his Tawnies retired ſtill to the Weſt- | 


ward, whereupon Capt. Lathrop, and Capt. Beers 


being Joined with the Conneficut-Forces under | 
Major Treat, went out to obſerve him; and the 
Governour, who heard that the Savages upon that 
River were in Motion, ſent a Party of Soldiers | 
with an Officer to demand Hoſtagesefor their peace- 
able Behaviour; but Philip had been there before- 
hand, and prevailed with the Indians not only to 
mutiny againſt their King, but upon his peremp- 
tory Refuſal to declare againſt the Eugliſb, to kill | 
him, after which they abandoned their Houſes, | 
with a Deſign to join Philip and the Nipmuck-1n- 
| dians; the Captains Lathrop and Beers purſued and | 

overtook them at a Place called Sugar- Loaf- Hill 
ten Miles above Hatfield, where they. ſkirmiſhed | 
with them, and killed 26 of their Number with | 


the Loſs of 9 or 10 of their own, but the reſt of 
them eſcaped to Philip. 


Tnus this bloody War ſpread over all New- | 


England, the Indians in all the ſeveral Colonies 


being now in- Arms ; September the firſt they laid | 
all the Houſes of Deerfield-Plantation in Aſhes, and 


forced the Inhabitants ro ſhut themſelves up within 


the Fortification of a poor Work which they had | 
Taiſed for their Defence: Two or three Days after | 


they flew eight Men in the Woods at Squakbeap, 
without attempting the Town; upon which Capt. 
Beers with 36. Men was ſent to fetch off that, 'and 


ſome other Frontier Garriſons, but he was inter- 


cepted by a large Troop of Savages, and himſelf 
with 20 of his Men cut in Pieces after they had 
fought to the laſt, with the utmoſt Reſolution and 
Bravery; the reſt eſcaped to Hadly. The barbarous 
Savages having cut off the Heads of the Slain, 
ſtuck ſome of them on Poles by the High-way,

all their Forces in the Connecticui- Colony to rendez- 


vous about Hadly, Northampton and Hatfield, for | 
the Security of thoſe Places; of which the Indians 


having no Notice, 800 of them breaking in upon 
Hatfield, Oktober the 19th, met with ſuch a warm 
Reception, that they were not only beat out of the 


Town, but puſhed into the River, where a great 
many of them loft their Lives. This reſolute Re- 


pulſe give ſuch a Check to the Enemies Courage, 


that they appeared no more in a Body in the 


Weſtern Plantations for a conſiderable Time, but 
as the Winter came on they topk Shelter among 
the Narrbaganſets, who were ſo far from delivering 


them up to the Exgliſb, as they were bound to do by 
their late Treaty, that they received them with open 


Arms, and gave them the beſt Entertainment they 


were capable of. 


T uISs Conduct of the Narrhaganſet-Indians was 


voted by the Commiſſioners of the United Colonies 


at Boſton a Breach of the Peace; and certain In- 
formation being given, that they intended to begin 


a War in the Spring, the Commiſſioners reſolved 


to be beforehand with them, and accordingly or-

= December the 12th the General paſs'd over Pa- 
ture River with the Plimoutb and Maſſachuſet-Forces, 
and took 36 Priſoners, among whom was one Peter, 
who having received ſome Diſguſt from his Country- 
men liſted himſelf among the Engliſh, and under- 
took to be their Guide : December the 14th they 
WJ burnt 150 Wigwams, killed ſeven of the Enemy, 
and took eight Priſoners : On the 16th Capt, Pren- 
ice with his Troop being ſent to Pe/equamfot, brought 
back News, that the Enemy had burnt Ferry Bull's 
Garriſon-Houſe, killed ten Men, and five Women 
and Children; the ſame Day the Connecticut- Forces 
joined the Army to the Number of 300 Eugliſb, 
and 150 Mobegin- Indians: December the 18th they 
marched 16 Miles up into the Country to a Fort 
which the Indians had raiſed upon an Iſland of 
about five or ſix Acres in the midſt of an horrid 
Swamp, and fortified with Paliſadoes, and a Wall 
of about a Rod thick; ÞF the Entrance into the Fort 
was over a long Tree laid a-croſs the Water, over 
which but one Man could paſs at a Time: It was 
thought impracticable to attack the Fort at this 
narrow Paſſage, but they could find no other, till 
Peter who. was acquainted with all the Avenues 
ſhewed them a large Breach, which was only filled 
up with long Trees to the Height of four or five 
Foot from the Ground, and here the Enemy had 
built a Blocł-Houſe which commanded the Breach, 
from whence they could pour in Vollies of Shot 
upon ſuch as ſhould venture to mount it: However,

TRE Winter was ſpent in fruitleſs Treaties 


5 about a Peace which came to nothing; the Engliſßi 


in the mean time ſcoured the Woods as well as 
they could, but the Indians who were ſwift of Foot, 
and capable of enduring the Hardſhips of a Winter- 
Campaign, did a great deal of Miſchief “ to the 
Frontier-Towns, in the froſty Weather; eſpecially 
after they had received Recruits from the French at 
Canada; for tho' the two Kings of England and 


France were at Peace, yet the Governour of Canada 


thought it for his Maſter's Intereſt to ſupport the 
| Indians againſt the Engliſb, in order to prevent their 


growing too powerful, even with the Breach of the 
publick Faith. With theſe Recruits they burnt the 
Town of Mendbam, and laid it in Aſhes after the 
Inhabitants bad deſerted it. January the 27th they 


carried off 200 Sheep, 50 Head of Neat Cattle, 


and 15 Horſes from Mr. Carpenter's Farm. On 
February the Toth they plunder*d the Town of Lan- 
caſter, burned ſeveral Houſes, killed and carried into 
Captivity 42 Perſons, among whom was the Mini- 


ſter Mr. Rolandſon's Wife and Children, who was 


then at Boſton ſoliciting: Succours, but upon his Re- 
turn found his Houſe and Library in Aſhes, and 


which was worſe, all his Family carried into Slavery 


by the Barbarians, who had been compelled to quit 
the Place ſome Days before by Capt. Wadſiworth: 


| From hence they went to Marlborough, Sudbury and 


Chelmsford, and did all the Miſchiet that their haſty 


March would allow: Febrnaty the 21ſt, 2 or 300 of 


them ſurprized Medſield, about 20 Miles from Buſton, 
burnt half the Town, and killed 20 of the Inhabi- 
tants; the like Damage they did to Veymoutb In the 
Beginning of March they burnt the whole Town of

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Groton to the Ground, and called out inſolently to 
the Engliſh in the Garriſon, What will you do for an 
Houſe to pray in, now we have burnt your Meeting- 

Houſe ? March the 14th they broke through the 


Palliſadoes which were made. for the Defence of 

Noribampion, burn'd five Houſes, and killed five 
Perſons, but were prevented from doing further 
Miſchief by the ſeaſonable Arrival of Major Tho- 
mas Savage, with a ſtrong Party of Enghſh under his 


Command. Upon this the Enemy left this Part of 


the Country for the preſent, and croſs'd over into 
the Colony of Plimouth, where the Seat of the 
War was at firſt: Here they ſurprized Part of the if 
Town of Plimouth itſelf, and murdered two Fa- 
milies in the Night: On the the 17th of March 
they laid the whole Town of Warwick in Aſhes, 
except one Houſe, and then retired into the Woods. 
Tazse Excurſions of the Enemy alarm'd the 
whole Colony, fo that they ordered out Capt. Pierce 
immediately with 30 Exgliſb and 20 Chriſtian Indi. 
ans to purſue the Incendiaries; but on the 26th of 
March he fell into an Ambuſcade, at which the In- 
dians are very dextrous; and after a bloody Fight 
wherein he killed 140 of the Enemy, being over- 
powered with Numbers, himſelf and his whole | 
Army were cut off, except one Engliſhman and 12 
 Jndians. The ſame Day another Party of Savages 
laid the Town of Marlborough in Aſhes; on the 28th 
they burnt 40 Houſes at Reheboth, and the next 
Day about 30 more at Providence; for the Inhabi- 
tants of theſe Towns not being ſtrong enough to 
reſiſt the Fury of the Enemy, retired into their 
Garriſons, and fo left their Houſes open to their In- 
ſults. In the Beginning of April they committed 
terrible Cruelties at Che/msford and Andover ; and 
tho* 140 of the Inhabitants of Sudbury ſallied out 
upon them, and killed 30 out of 300 in one Night, 


yet upon the 18th of this ent they renewed their 
Attack 
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A upon the Place, burnt ſeveral Houſes, and 
cut off 12 Men who were coming from Concord to 


their Aſſiſtance: The Captains Wadſworth and 


Brattlehank hearing of theſe Murders and Devaſta- 
tions, made a long March with 70 Men for their 
Relief, but the Indians having Notice of it, ſur- 
rounded them in the Woods with 500 Men, and 
after an obſtinate Fight, wherein they loſt 120 Men, 


killed the Captains, and 50 of their Men on the 


Spot, and took five or ſix Priſoners, whom they put 
to Death with moſt exquiſite Torments, making 
them firſt run the Gantlet, after which they threw 
hot Aſhes upon them, and cutting out Pieces of 
their Fleſh, put Fire into their Wounds, and roaſt- 
ed them alive. 
Tus the Indians continued proſperous during the 
whole Winter, wherein the Cold was ſo extream, 
that the Engii/p durſt hardly look out of their Quar- 
ters. Many Days of Faſting and Prayer were kept 
both in New ag Old Englabd by the Diſſenters for 
their diſtreſſed Brethren; and as the Spring advanced, 
it pleaſed Almighty God to give a remarkable Turn 
to their Affairs. The firſt Blow that was given them 
was by Capt. Denniſon, who at the Head of 66 Eng- 
liſh, and about 100 confederate Indians, took and 
ſlew 76 of the Enemy in the Month of April, among 
whom were ſome of their chief Princes; and about 
the ſame Time a Party of Connecticut Soldiers tools 
and ſlew 44 of the Enemy without any Loſs: Among 
the Priſoners was Canonchet Son of Miantonimo firſt 
Sachem of the Narrbaganſetis, and Heir of all his 
Father's Pride ; he came to Boſton in OZober laſt, 
under Pretence of concluding a Peace with the 
Engliſh, but as ſoon as he got home ſpread the Flames 
of War all over his Country; the Engliſh therefore 
wiſely deliver'd him up to their Indian Auxiliaries the 
Mohawks to cut off his Head, that ſo the Enmity 
between the t two Nations might become incurable. 
C BuT 
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Bur that which effectually deſtroyed the Force of 
the Indian Arms, and broke all their Meaſures®, 
was a Difference that happened among themſelves, 
which broke out about this Time into an open War. 
Philip had retired laſt Winter into the Territories of 
 Maquas, a potent Indian Nation in the Weſt, and 
had been civilly received and entertained by them, 


bur could not by any Arguments or e 


draw them into the War againſt, the Engliſo: 
laſt he reſolved to try the following Stratagem; be 


walk' d out into the Woods alone, and. meeting with 


ſome of the Meqzas at a Diſtance from one another, 
he murdered them with his own Hands, and as ſoon 


as he had done, ran in great Haſte to the Prince of | 
the Maquas, a and told him, that a Party of Phmouth 


Soldiers had invaded his Country, and killed ſeveral 
of his Subjects in the Foods. This raiſed a mighty 


Ferment among the People, and would effectually 
have anſwered Philip's End, if it had not happened 


unluckily for him, that one of the Men whom he 


thought he had killed, recover'd ſo far of his | 
Wounds, as to crawl home to his Friends, and in- 
form them of the Truth of the Matter before he 


died: Upon this the Nation conceived ſuch an im- 
placable Hatred againſt Philip, that they reſolved 
not only to continue their Alliance with the Eng, 
but to act ſeparately againſt him and his Confede- 
rates, and drive them out of the Country with Fire 
and Sword, Accordingly in the Spring they broke 
in upon thoſe Nations that were in Confederacy with 
_ Philip, and gave them ſuch a powerful Diverſion, 
that they were not able any longer to make Head 
againſt the Engliſh. They purſued them through 
the Woods, beat up their Quarters continually, and 
carried away their Wives and Children into Captivi- 
by, which broke their Courage, and made my of

„s orces this Summer, as they did laſt Winter in the 
7 ö 
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Expedition againſt the Narrhaganſets, becauſe the E- 
nemy had now no Forts or Caſtles left, but lived in 
the Woods, and ranged up and down the Country 
in flying Parties, burning and plundering fuch Vil- 


 lages as they could ſurprize on a ſudden, and then 


retiring. into the Woods again; it was in yain to 
follow ſuch an Enemy with a numerous Army; each 
Colony therefore acted ſeparately, guarding their own 
Frontiers, and joining their Allies as Occaſion re- 
quir*d: The Deſign of the Engliſb was to beat up 
the Enemies Quarters as often as they could, in or- 


der to prevent their planting their Corn in the 


Spring, and their fiſhing in the Summer, for want of 


which they were now reduced to very diſtreſſing 


Circumſtances; for the Famine began to rage 
amongſt them, inſomuch that ſome of them were 
almoſt ſtarved, and the reſt were forced to feed 
upon unwholeſome Diet, which threw them into 


Fevers, Fluxes, and other epidemical Diſtempers ; 


theſe Confiderations, together with a Proclamation 


from the Maſſachuſet-Government, that ſuch Indians 


as ſhould ſubmit themſelves to the Enghſp within 14 


Days might hope for Mercy, induced 200 of the | 


Enemy to come to Plimou/h, and lay down their 
Arms; being abſolutely reduced to this Dilemma, 


either of periſhing by Famine, or throwing them- |

the Maſſachuſet Forces returned home, having taken 
and killed about 130 ſtragling Indians with the Loſs 
of but one of their own Number; for Philip and 
his Followers being now diſtreſſed on every Side left 


the Maſſachuſet-Juriſdiftion, and returned to their 


old Quarters about Mount Hope in the Juriſdiction 
of Plimouth, which made that Colony the chief Stage 


of Action the remaining Part of the Summer. 


Here he had like to have ſurpriſed Major Brad- 


ford in an Ambuſh, but the Major happily diſen- 
caged himſelf without the Loſs of one of his Men, 


| and marched into the Territory of the Saconets, the 


Queen of which Country at the Head of 90 of her 
Subjects came to the Major, laid down her Arms, 
and ſubmitted to Mercy. Capt. Church going out 
with a Party of no more than 18 Ermghfh and 22 
Confederate-Indians, had the good Fortune to kill 
76 Savages in four ſeveral Engagements, without 
the Loſs of one of his Men.“ At Dedham a Party 


of 26 Engliſh and 10 Confederate- Indians purſued 


and took 50 of the Enemy, among whom was 
Pombam a mighty Sachem of the Narrhapanſets, 
who though he was mortally wounded, and left for 
dead, yet when one of the Engliſo came to rifle 
him, the dying Savage got Hold of the Hair of his 
Head, and would have killed him if fome of his 
Friends had not immediately come to his Reſcue. 
Fuly 27th, Jobn a Segamore, or Lord of the Nipmuck- 
Indians with 180 of his Men laid down his Arms, 
and ſubmitted to Mercy, and to ingratiate himſelf 
with the Engliſb brought in Priſoner Matoonas and 
his Son, oo was the firſt Man that appeared in 
Arms in the Maſſachuſel-Colony the laſt Summer; 
they ſpared the Son's Life, but ordered Segamore 
John to ſhoot the Father dead, which he did.

Wirain a Month after the beenkring out of that 


War, the Indians in theſe Parts took Heart, and 


meeting wich the Engliſh, told them plainly they 
would bear their Infults no longer. Each Party at 


firſt gave the other hard Words, from whence they

Parts where he might have enjoy'd it, for a Place 


where there was neither Church, nor Miniſtry, nor 
ſo much as the Show of any Religion at all. On 


the 14th of Auguſt they invaded Arrowfck Iſland in 


Kennebeck River, deſtroyed every thing that was 
valuable in it, and murdered Captain Thomas Lake, 
and as many more Engliſh as came in their Way. 
In September they burnt the two Cheſties Houſes 
about Oyſter River, and killed two Men. October 16, 
One hundred of them aſſaulted Newechewannick, 
and killed two Men. Lieutenant Plaiſted hearing 
of their Danger, ſent ſeven Men from the next Gar- 


riſon to their Relief, who falling into an Ambuſcade 


loſt three of their Number, the reſt being hardly 
able to make good their Retreat. The Lieutenant 
marching out next Morning with 28 Men to fetch

to garriſon, the Indians could make their Excurſions

Madockowando performed bis Part of the Treaty, 
n 0 and delivered up his Captives, but could not per- 
ra q ſuade his Countrymen to ſubmit : The Maſſachuſets 


therefore diſpatched 200 Men, under the Command 
| of Major Valderen, to oblige them to it. The 
Major met with a Body of Indians at Penobſcot, and 
would have treated with them for the Releaſe of 
the Captives on both Sides, but finding them trea- 
cherous he fired upon them, and took ſeveral of 
them Priſoners, with a conſiderable Booty: But 
after all, the Major could neither conquer the 
Eaſtern Indians, nor obtain the Releaſe of the Pri- 
ſoners, but returned to Boſton with no other Lawrel 
than chat he loſt none of his Men. Soon after this a 
Sort of Peace was concluded, not very honourable to 
the Enghſb, for among other Articles that were agreed 
to, this was one, That the Engliſh ſhould allow the In- 
dians à certain Quantity of Corn yearly, as a kind of 
Quit Rent for their Lands. Upon the Signing of the 
Peace the Engliſb returned to their Plantations again, 
Trade began to flouriſh, and the Number of Inhabi- 
tants encreas*d to ſuch a degree, that within a few 
Years there were ten or twelve little Towns built 
within the Provinces of Main and New- Hampſhire. 
Tavs within the Compaſs of two Years ended 
the Philippick War, wherein all the Indian Nations 
that took part in 1t were ſubdued and brought under 
the Power of the Eugliſb, except thoſe in the North- 
Eaſt, who not only maintained their Ground, but

1658, and adjourned themſelves from time to time 
till they had finiſhed it; the Confeſſion of Faith 
differs but very little from that of the Aſſembly at 
W:tinſter, and the Chapter of Diſcipline agrees 
very much with the Platform, The firſt Churches 
of New-Exgland were all built on the Foot of this.

for the Security of the Country, and ſent the Wor- 
ſhipful Mr. Stoughton, with ſome others, to en- 
deavour to bring the Indians to a Treaty, and re- 
cover the Captives.

' In the Month of September Capt. Gendal was 


ordered with a Party of Men to garriſon Jarmouth, 


and paliſadoe both Sides of the River for the De- 
fence of the Town; but, while his Men were at 
work, an Engliſb Captive, who had run away from 
his Maſter, informed them, That 70 or 80 of the 
Enemy were juſt ready to fall upon them. The 
Soldiers, inſtead of ſtanding to their Arms, croſſed 
the River in their Boats, whereby they run into the 
Mouth of the Enemy, and were taken Priſoners to 
the Number of 12. The Indians with their Pri- 
ſoners marched on towards Caſco ; the Inhabitants 
of which Town reſolved not only to ſtand on their 


Defence, but to reſcue their Friends out of the 


Hands of the Enemy, - Accordingly they croſſed 

the River in a Body, and releaſed all their Friends 
except one or two, without coming to Blows; 
But one of the Indians holding his Priſoner faſter than 
the reſt, Benedict Pulcifer, an Inhabitant of Caſco, 
ſtruck him on the Shoulder with the Edge of his 
broad Ax, upon which enſued a warm Engagement, 
ſeveral being killed on both Sides; At laſt the 
Indians retired, and the Engliſh returned back into 
the Town ; but Capt. Gendal venturing over the 
River again the ſame Evening in a Canoe with only 
one Servant, fell into an Ambuſcade, wherein both 
of them were ſlain, Some Time aftar this the In- 
dians marched Eaſtward, and falling upon the Ex- 
tip at the Place called Merry-Meeting, from the 
Concourſe of ſeveral Rivers, they plundered their 
Houſes, and killed all they could lay their Hands 
upon. About the ſame Time they laid the Town 
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of Sheepſcote in Aſhes, but the People ſaved them- 


| ſelves by retiring into the Fort: From whence 


they went to Kennebunk near Winter Harbour, where

Six Edmond Anadroſs, in order to put a Stop to 
theſe Excurſions of the Enemy, raiſed an Army of 
near 1000 Men, and marched himſelf to the Fron- 
tiers at the Head of them in the very Depth of 
Winter, but the Indians were then retired into the 
Woods, not one of them appearing while the Army 
was In thoſe Parts.

Tu Engliſh Court had now changed their Mea-

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The Indians. however did a great deal of Miſ- 
chief by their flying Parties. A Body of them 
lying hid in the Woods, took Notice how many 
Men belonged to Lieutenant Huctins's Garriſon, 
and ſeeing them all go to their daily Work, they 
intercepted them in their Return, and put ſeven- 
teen of them, which was all but one, to the Sword. 
They then attacked the Fort, in which were only 
two Boys and ſome Women and Children: The 
Boys defended themſelves with great Bravery, 
wounding ſeveral of the Tudians, till they found out 
a Way to let fire to the Fort, and even then they 
would not ſurrender but upon Condition of their 
Lives, which though theſe inhuman Wretches ſo- 
lemuly promiſed, yet. they killed three or four of 
the Children, and one of the Boys, the other hav= 
ing the good Fortune to make his Eſcape. About 
the. ſame Time another Party of them aſſaulted 
Caſco, killed Capt. Brackett, and had put the whole 
Town to the Sword, if Capt, Hall had not come 
in the very nick of Time to their Relief; who, 
after a warm Engagement of ſeveral Hours, 'where- 
5 loſt ten or twelve of his Men, put them to 
ht.

The Enugliſb Garriſons thinking themſelves ſecure 
from the Enemy while the Country was covered 
with Froſt and Snow, neglected their Guard, and 
allowed the Soldiers to mind their private Affairs; 
but the French and Indians made their Advantage 
of the hard Weather, and in the Beginning of Fer- 
bruary made a Deſcent from Canada upon a Dutch 
Town called ScheneFada in the Province of New- 
Pork, killed ſixty of the Inhabitants, and carried 
away thirty into Captivity. On the 18th of March 
they made another Deſcent upon Salmon Falls under 
the Command of Monſieur Artell a Frenchman, and 
one Hoophood a Leader of the Hurons: They burnt

Rogers, a corpulent Man, who being tired with 
travelling under an inſupportable Burthen which the 
Indians laid upon his Back, watched his Oppor- 
tunity, and run away : As 1000 as he was miſling 
his Maſters went in purſuit of him, and tracking 
him by the Snow, found him hid in a hollow Tree. 
When they had pulled him down they ſtript him 
and beat him, and then pricked /him. forwards with 
the Points of their Swords till they brought him 
back to the Place from whence. he had deſerted, 
It being then almoſt Night, they tied him to a Tree 
with his Hands behind him, till they had refreſhed 
themſelves, after which they cut down a Parcel of 
'Fire-Wood, and. bringing it into a plain Place, laid 
ir round the Trunk of a ſmall red Oak-Tree, 
They then bid the Priſoner take Leave of bi 
Friends ; and having allowed him a few Minute 
for his Prayers, they bound him to the Stake, the 
reſt of the Priſoners being placed at ſome Diſtanc: 
round about the Stake tied Arm to Arm. Fire 
was then put to the Wood, which was at ſuch :

| Days of ſolemn Faſting and Humiliation were 
frequently obſerved throughout the whole Province 
for a Blefling upon their Arms, and ſeveral Coun- 
cils were held at the ſame Time to conſider of the State 
of the War, and concert proper Meaſures for car 
rying it on with Succeſs. It was generally agreed, 
That ſince the French had joined openly with the 
Indians in making War upon the Engliſh, the great- 
eſt Danger was from them, for the [ndians were a 
contemptible Body of themſelves ; but as they were 
inſtructed in the Arts of War, and ſupplied with 
all warlike Stores by the French, they were capable 
of doing a great deal of Miſchief, and might in 
time become very formidable. Sir William 'Phips 
therefore formed a Project to drive the French out 
of their . Settlements in L' Acadie, ſince known by 
the Name of New-Scotland; which the General

L' Acadie, or Nova Scotia, is Part of the T erra 
Canadenſis; it lies from 43 to 51 Degrees of North 
Latitude, and from the River of St. Croix in No- 

rembegua to the great River of Canada; has always 
200 Leagues of Coaſt, but was never much inha- 
bited by the Indians themſelves. The Bounds of 
this Province are the Atlantick Ocean to the North, 
Breton Iſland and the Bay of St. Lawrence to the 
Eaſt, Canada to the Weſt, and New-England to 

the South. When Sir Ferdinando Gorges was Pre- 
ſident of the New-England Company, he propoſed 
to Sir Villiam Alexander, one of the Secretaries of 
State for Scotland, and afterwards Earl of Sterling, 
the procuring a particular Patent for this Country; 
which Sir William, being in favour. with King 
James I. eaſily obtained; it bears Date September 
10, 1621. The next Year Sir William and ſome 
others who were concerned with him attempted to 
make a Settlement, but not being able to perfect 
their Deſign, it lay waſte till the Year 1662, when 
the French took Poſſeſſion of it, and fortified them- 
ſelves at Port-Reyal on the North Side of Finds 
Bay, in 45 Degrees North Latitude. The Engi/h 
had ſo little an Opinion of this Territory, that they 
abandoned it to the French by the Treaty of Breds 
in the Year 1667, and never attempted to re- 
cover it till this Time, when they began to ap- 
prehend the Danger of the Neighbourhood of ſo 
potent an Enemy. Monſieur Meneval was now Go- 
vernor of the Province, who had built a little Fort at 
Port Royal for the Security of the Plantations along 
the Coaſts, where the Inhabitants drove a conſider- 
able Trade in Lumber, Fiſhing and Furs, and were 
increaſed to the Number of 6 or 7000 Souls. 
Sir William Phips failed with his Fleet from 
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11th of May arrived before Port- Royal. Twas 
then but a ſmall Town, defended with nothing but 
ſingle Paliſadoes, but is ſince pretty much enlarged 
and fortified. - It lies in the Latitude of 45 Degrees 
and 40 Minutes, upon the Edge of a Baſin a 


League broad, and two Leagues long, having at 


the Entry 16 or 18 Fathom Water on one Side, 
and 6 or 7 on the other. The Garriſon not being 
provided for a Defence, ſurrendred after a ſhort 
Reſiſtance, upon Condition of a ſafe Conduct to 
Canada. Sir William took Poſſeſſion of the Country 
in the Name of King William and Queen Marv, and 
having demoliſhed the Fort, ſent away the French 
Garriſon according to the Articles of Capitulation, 
and adminiſtred an Oath of Allegiance to the King 
and Queen of England, to all that ſtaid behind, 
over whom he placed a Governor, and then re- 
turned. In his Way home he deſtroyed another 
French Settlement at St. Fohn's River on the South. 
Side of Funda Bay, and arrived at Boſton the goth: 
of May. The Engliſb kept Poſſeſſion of this Country. 
till the Peace of Kyſwick, in the Year 1697, when 
it was reſtored to the French; but by the Treaty 
of Utrecht it was yielded to the Engliſo Crown for 


ever, and Port-Royal changed its Name into Au- 


napolis-Royal. : 

The Succeſs of this Expedition encouraged the 
Government of New- England to attempt the Con- 
queſt of all Canada; where the French had made 
luch great Settlements, as were like to prove a ter- 
ible Thorn in the Sides of the Country. T7 

Canada, according to the French Account of it, 
contains a Tract of Land of almoſt 2000 Miles in 
Length, and 840 in Breadth, fituate between the

This Place Sir Villiam Phips was ſent to reduce 


with a Fleet of 32 Sail of Ships, beſides Tenders, 

on Board of which were 2000 Men. The Fleet 
was divided into three Squadrons; the firſt con- 
ſiſted of 1g Sail, under the Command of Captain 
Gregory Sugars, Admiral, who hoiſted his Flag on 
Board the Six Friends, a Ship of 44 Guns ; the 

ſecond conſiſted of nine Sail, under the Command 
of Vice-Admiral Gilbert, on Board the Swan and 
the third of nine, under the Command of Rear- 
Admiral Elaridge, on Board the America Merchant. 
The whole Fleet ſet fail from Hull, Auguſt the gth; 
but by reaſon of hard Weather and contrary Wind, 
did not come within Sight of Quebec till the 5th of 
October; a ſad Time of Year to begin an Attempt 
of this Nature. It was agreed before Sir Jillian 
left Boſton, that while he attacked Quebec by Sea, 
an Army conſiſting of 1000 Men from the Weſtern

The 
ſummoned the barricadoed Houſes z but finding 
the Inhabitants reſolved to ſtand upon their Defency 
they retired: with their Booty into the Wood, 
Hard was the Fate of the Rev. Mr. Shubael Dummer, 
who was ſhot dead at his own Door, juſt as be 
was taking Horſe to go into the Country ! His Wit 
was carried into Captivity, where, through Sorrov 
and Hardſhip, ſhe died.

The Indians came on with a 
tive. horrible Shout; but the Garriſon made ſuch a briſk 
ut Fire upon them with their ſmall Arms, as obliged 
t the hem to retire out of the Reach of their Muſkets. 
on Upon this they turned their Fury upon the Sloops, 
þ which they raked moſt dreadfully with their ſmall 
nen Arms from behind a great Heap of Planks which 
hy upon the Shore, and a Hay-Stack, which they 
fortified with Poſts and Rails, not above a Dozen 
Yards from the Sloops. They continued ſhooting 
all Day long, and ſet the Sloops on fire ſeveral 
Times with their Fire-Arrows, which the Defen-

his Body, and ſticking lighted Firebrands in them, 
they tortured him to Death. But though the 


Soldiers in all the Garriſons behaved themſelves 


well, they could not protect the open Country 


from the Invaſions of the Enemy; ſo that all 1 


Eaſtern Plantations were ruined and deſerted, 

not being ſafe for them to work in the Fields, —_ 

they were in danger every Hour of being ſurprized 

by the Excurſions of the Savages from the Woods. 
This was the State of the War when the Go- 

vernor, Sie Wikign F, arrived at New- England 
Ver.

Jo return now to the War. When the Eaſtern 
Indians heard that Sir William Phips was appointed 
Governor: of New-England, they were ſtruck with 
Aſtoniſnment at the Fortune of the Man; for they 
knew his Original, and had fiſned and hunted many 
a weariſom Day with him in his Louth; they were 
ſenſible that he was capable of carrying on the War 
againſt them with greater Succeſs than his Prede- 
ceſſors, becauſe he was acquainted with the Country, 
and knew all their Haunts; but being buoyed up 
by the French, they made no Overtures of Peace. 

The. Indians after the Action at Wells lay ſtill 
ul che Month of Fay, when a Party of them fell 
upon ſome Huſbandmen at work in the Meadows 
on the North-ſide of Merr/mack-River, and flew 
them.

By The H I-S'T ORY of [4n. 1692, 
laid the Foundation, and Capt. March finiſhed it 
in a few Months, It was built of Stone in a qua.

The next Spring Sir William ſent 350 Men to 
Wells, to reinforce Captain Convers, to whom he

The Major 
being informed of a Party of the Enemy that lay 
lurking in the Woods, ſurprized them all, and put 
the chief of them to the Sword, by way of Repri-

This poor young . had certainly been 
hanged, as Wardwell was, for her Recantation, if 
an Impoſtume had not broke in her Head at the 
Time appointed for her Trial, by which ſhe eſcaped. 
Her Father was likewiſe accuſcd, but fled; “ her 
Mother, a crazy, ſickly Woman, was likewiſe ac- 
cuſed and impriſoned; ſhe had four ſmall Children 
with-her in the Houſe, when the Officer came, and 
perſuaded her to go with him, telling her, ſhe 
ſhould ſpeedily return; when ſhe came into the 
Preſence of the Aided, they ſaid, they did not 
know her, but at length one of them ſaying, Don't 
you know Jacobs the old Witch? they all tell down 
into their Fits, and accuſed her; ſhe was then ſent 
to Priſon, and lay there ten Months; and the 
Neiglibours in the mean Time kept the Children 
from ſtarving. | 

AT the Trial of Martha Caron, ſeveral of her 
own Children. frankly confels'd themſelves Witches, 
and that their Mother had made them fo ; they gave 
an Account of ſeveral Journeys, Meetings and Miſ- 
chiefs by them performed. Dr. Mather adds this 
Memorandum concerning her. This rampant 
Hag, Maritba Carryer, was the Perſon of whom 
« the Confeſſion of the Witches and of her own 
Children, amongſt the reſt, agreed, that the Devil

When ſhe took her laſt Farewel of her Huſband, 
Children, and Friends, ſhe was ſo ſerious: and af. 
fecting, as drew Tears from the Eyes of almoſt 
all preſent. 49 e 
* Martha Cory, Wife of Giles Cory, was appre- 
hended, and examined at the Mecting-Houle in 
 Galem, March 21, before a Croud of Spectators; 
when Mr. Noyes one of the Miniſters of the Town 
had been at Prayer, ſhe deſired that ſhe likewiſe 
might go to Prayer, but was denied. Mr. Paris's 
Daughter, and two other Children, with about half 
a Dozen more were preſent, and accuſed her of af- 
flicting them by biting, pinching, ftrangling, &. 
They ſaid, they ſaw her Likeneſs in their Fits com- 
ing towards them, and bringing them a Book td 
ſign. Mr. Hatborn the Magiſtrate aſked her, Why 
ſhe afflicted thoſe Children? She replied, She did 
not. Heaſked her, Who did then ? She anſwered, 
She did not know, but thought chey were poor di- 
{tracted Creatures, and no Heed was to be given to 
what they faid ; Mr. Hathborn and Noyes. replied, it 
was the Judgment of all preſent, that they wert 
bewitched. The Afiifed ſaid, that the Black Moy 
whiſpered her in her Ear, and that ſhe had a yellow 
Bird that uſed to ſuck berween her Fingers, and 
was now there; Orders being given to ſee if there 
was any Sign, the Girl ſaid, It was now too lait, 
for ſhe had removed a Pin, and put it on her Head; 
and upon Search there was found a Pin ſticking 
upright there. When Mrs. Cory had any Motion 
of her Body, the Afied would cry out; when {ht 
— Hi p 94, 168, e e 11 
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bit her Lip, they would cry out, of being bitten ; 
it ſhe-graſped one Hand with the other, they would 
cry out, of being pinched ; ſo ſhe was committed 
to Priſon, and — on the Spectral Evi- 
dence. When ſhe came to die, ſhe concluded her 
Life with an excellent Prayer on the Ladder, pro- 
teſting her Innocence to the very laſt. 

Her Huſband Mr Ges Cory was apprehended, | 
and committed upon the fame Evidence : When 
he came to the Bar, he pleaded Not Guilty to his 
Indictment, but refuſed to be tried by a Jury, that 
had cleared none that had been brought before 


them. He was a bold ſtout Man, and knowing 


there would be che ſame Witneſſes againſt him, as 
had been againſt the reſt, he reſolved to undergo 
any Kind of Death, rather than ſubmit to their 
Verdict; ſo they. ordered him to be. preſſed to 
Death, agreeably to the Cuſtom of England in ſuch 
Caſes, which was accordingly executed. He was 
the firſt in New-Englans that ever ſuffered this Kind 


of Death. 


All the reſt of the Criminals that ſuffered Death 
on this Occaſion went out of the World without the 
kaſt Acknowledgment of their Guilt, laying their 
Blood at the Door of falſe Witneſſes. But by thele 
Examples, the Reader ſecs, that neither Integrity 
of Manners, nor the ſtrongeſt Proteſtations of In- 
nocence with their dying Breath were ſufficient to 
move Compaſſion, nor ſtop the Tide of the People's 
Zeal againſt theſe, unhappy Perſons at this Time. 

The Names of thoſe that were condemned, but 
were firſt reprieved, and then pardoned, were, 
Abigail Falkner of Andover, who pleaded Pregnancy, 
Dorcas Hoar of Beverh,, Mary Bradbury of Saliſbury, 
Rebecca Eames of Boxford, Mary Lacy, Anne Foſter 
of Andover, Abigail Hobbs of T eld, and Eli- 
zabeth Procter, who likewiſe ne? her Belly.

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But this Letter had no Effect, Procer and his 


Fellow-Priſoners being convicted and executed a little 
after. Such Methods as theſe being made Uſe of, 
*tis no Wonder that the Number of Confeſſing 
| Witches amounted to fifty, not one of whom were 
put to the Trial, whether they would.. abide by 
their Confeſſions when they came to die: Unhappy 
Creatures! who were forced to do the Drudgery 
of taking away the Lives of their Neighbours, to 
ſave their own. But upon the Afflicteds over- 
acting their Part, as I obſerved' before, the Tide of 
the People's Aﬀections began to turn, and they who 
a little before were in Danger of being torn in 
Pieces by the Mob, were now . univerſally lamented 
and 
ſtopped, the Accuſations of the Afflicted were en- 
tirely diſregarded ; the Priſon Doors were ſet. open 
to all that were under Confinement, by the Accu- 
ſations of the Afflicted, and Sir William Phypy.after 
ſome Time pardoned all that were under Sentence 
But beſides, the Blood that was ſpilt upon this 
Occaſion, ſeveral Perſons and Families were ruined 
in their Eſtates and Reputations, partly by long 
Impriſonment, and partly by the Avarice of the 
Officers who took Poſſeſſion of their Houſes in their 
Abſence; and though I am fully ſatisfied, that the 
Zeal of the Government in this Affair proceeded 
from their Regard to the Glory of God, yet I mult 
fay, that the Magiſtrates were too partial in their 
Behaviour towards the Accuſed, and that Sir Wil. 
Lam Phips himſelf treated them with too much 
Severity, by ordering them to be laid in Irons, and 
countenancing the popular Cry againſt them; and 
tis hardly to be excuſed, that when the Country 
became ſenſible of their Error, and the Spirits of 
the People were quiet and compoſed, that gute 
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Juſtice was not done to the Memory -of the De- 


ceaſed, by reverſing the Judgment ; nor any Satiſ- 
faction made to their ſurviving Families and Re- 


lations : The Rev. Mr. Hale was of Opinion, that 


ſomething ought to have been done in a publick 


Manner for clearing the Good-Name and Re- 
« putation of ſome that ſuffered, againſt whom the 


Evidence of Guilt was more lender, and the 
« Grounds for Charity more convincing, that fo 


« none of the ſurviving Relations might ſuffer Re- 
«, proach upon that Account.“ *Tis true, the 
Parties concerned publickly acknowledged their 


Miſtakes, and humbled themſelves before God, as 


the Reader will fee preſently; but beſides this, they 
ought certainly to have made Reparation of the 
Imuries they had done their Neighbours as far as 
lay in their Power. 

The whole Country being by Degrees made ſen- 
fble of their Miſtake, moſt of the Actors in this 
Tragedy declared their Repentance of the Share 


they had in it. One of the Honourable Judges

And Dr. C. Mather, who writ the forementioned 
Trials, has ſince declared it as his Opinion, that

1. From the great Number of Perſons accuſed. 
2. From the Quality of the Perſons accuſed, ſome of 
whom were Perſons of blameleſs and holy Lives. 
3. From the Number of the Affficted, which en- 
creaſed to about fifty. This (ſays he) gave juſt 
Ground to ſuſpect ſome Miſtake. 4. From the 
Execution of the Priſoners, not one of which con- 
feſſed their Guilt at their Death; though ſeveral of 
them were Perſons of good Knowledge, of ſober 
Lives, and died in a ſerious, affecting Manner. 
And as for the Confeſſors (ſays he) we had no Ex- 
perience whether they would abide by their Con- 
feſſions when they came to die; they being all re- 
prieved and pardoned. 5. Becauſe when the Pro- 
ſecutions ceaſed, the Affſicted grew preſently well; 
the Accuſed are generally quiet, and we have had 
no Diſturbance ſince that Time for theſe five Years. 

The Doctor adds further, that the Proceedings 
at Salem were owing to ſomes miſtaken Principles, 
a that Satan cannot aſſume the Shape of an innocent 
Perſon, and in that Shape do [Miſchief to the Bodies 
and Eſtates of Mankind; that when he does Miſ- 
chief to Perſons in their Bodies or Eſtates, it is moſt 
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commonly by the Inſtrumentality of our Neighbour, 
ſome Witch in covenant with the Devil; and that 
when the Party ſuſpected looks upon the Parties ſup- 
ſed to be bewitehed, and they thereupon fall intoy 
Fit, it is a Proof of ſuch a Covenant, Sc“. 
Thus in about fifteen Months Time ended an 


Affair, which not only confounded the Minds of 


the good People of Ne. England, but ſtruck al 
Europe with Sur prize and Aſtoniſhment : Nay, the 
Indians themſelves improved it to the Diſadvantage 
of the Proteſtant Religion, for one of the French. 
Indians in Converſation with Captain Hill at Sac 
Fort told him, that the French Miniſters were cer- 
cainly better than the Engliſb; for before the French 
came among them, there were a great many Witches 
among the Indians, but now there were none; and 
there were many Wizards among the Engliſb Mini- 
ſters, as Burroughs, who was hanged for it f. 

I have often wondred, that no publick Notice was 
ever taken either of the Afflicted Perſons or Confeſ. 
ſing Wizards and Witches, who were the chief Inſtru- 
ments of this Calamity. If the Agitations of the 
Afﬀicted were voluntary and artful, the Blood 
of the Innocent certainly lay at their Door; but 
if not, they ſhould have been treated as Lunaticks, 
or as Perſons who being poſſeſſed by an evil Spirit, 
had been the unhappy Inſtruments of taking 
away the Lives of their honeſt Neighbours. . The 
Confeſſing Wizards and Witches may , poſſibly 
deſerve a little more Compaſſion, if their Confel- 
ſions were extorted by Violence, or aroſe from the 
pure Neceſſity of ſaving their Lives this Way, and

England, while a Body of Indians and French ſhould 


invade that Province by Land. Licutenant-Gover- 
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_ Stoughton having notice of their Deſign, did 
every thing that a wiſe and prudent Governor could 
do for the Defence of his Country; he repaired 


the Forts about Boſton, raiſed the Militia through- 
out the whole Province, and order'd them to be 
kept under ſtriẽt Diſcipline; and then ſent Major 


March, at the Head of 300 Men, to the Eaſtern 
Frontiers, to fcour the Woods, and obſerve all the 
Enemy*s Motions on that Side, Upon the Mayor's 
Arrival the Indians retired from the Frontiers, but 


he purſued them as far as Caſco Bay, having hired 


ſome Tranſports to accommodate his Men in their 
Paſſage thither. From Caſco he ſailed up further 
among the Eaſtern. Iſlands, and landed, September q, 


on the Banks of Damaſcotta River, near Corbin 


Sounds, a little before Day-break ; but before his 


Men were half aſhore, the Enemy came down up- 


on them with a loud, Huzza, and gave them a Vol 
ey, but without doing any Miſchief. The Major 
fired upon them again in his Turn, and as ſoon as 
it was Day both Parties engaged.

But though this might be true of ſome particular 
Spots.of Ground, *tis certain the Soil in general is 
not ſo fruitful, nor capable of producing ſuch Crops 
of Corn, as the more Southern Plantations of Ca- 
rolina, Maryland, and New-York.

Parts of the Country ; and where theſe are wanting, 
you may fink a Well, and find freſh Water within 
10 or 12 Foot of the Surface of the Earth, in moſt 
Parts of New- England. Several Mines of Lead, 
Iron, and Copper have been lately diſcovered, 
which, if encouraged, may turn to a very goo 
Account, and enable the King of England to furniſh 
his Subjects with thoſe Metals from his own Pro- 
vinces. V 
Neo- England produces very good 
The Produft Timber; The Woods and Swamps 
of New- abound with » Oak, Elm, Ah, Cy- 
England. preſs, Pine, Cheſnut, Walnut, Cedar, 
AAſpin, Beech, Fir, Saſſafras, and Su- 
Trees. mach, with all other Sorts of Trees 
that grow in Exgland. Their Fir and 
Deal is of an extraordinary Growth, for Maſts, 
Yards, and Planks; the Sumach is of Uſe to Dyers 
and Tanners; the She- Cedar produces ſweet, Gums: 
But the Treaſure and Glory of their Woods i is the 
Monarch-Oak, the Spruce and Fir-Tree, which 
produce pitch, Tar, Roſin, and Turpentine; ſo 
that the Navy of England might be ſupplied from 
hence with all Sorts of Naval: Stores, at a cheaper 
Rate than from the Baltick. Tis owing to this, that 
more Ships have been built in this Province, than 
in all the other Parts of America put together. The 
Dwarf-Oak grows wild here, and was ſent hence 
into England to be cultivated, The Spruce and Fir. 
Trees yield a Gum, which hangs like Drops, or 
little Bladders on the Bark, ef a very healing Na.

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ture, which in Smell and Taſte very much reſembles 
the Balm of Gilead; theſe Excreſcences are at firſt. 
of a Conſiſtence like Turpentine, but afterwards 
harden into Gum, In ſhort, New-England pro 
duces a prodigious Plenty of Wood for building 
and firing, and all other Uſes of Life. 

Beſides, the Country abounds with all 
Sorts of Roots for the Table, as Turnips, Fruit. 
Parſnips, Carrots, Raddiſhes, Sc. which 
are both larger and ſweeter than in England, though 
their Seeds were originally carried thence; as allo, 
thoſe for Pompions, Muſmelons, Cucumbers and 
Onions, which abound here ; but the Seed of the 
Water-Melons and Squaſhes, which grow here in 
great Plenty, are ſuppoſed to be brought from Por- 
2 or ſome other Parts of Europe. 

All Sorts of Herbs grew wild among the Graſs, 
when the Planters firſt took Poſſeſſion of the 
Country, as, Penny-Royal, Winter-Savory, Sorrel, 
Brook-Lime, Liver-Wort, Charvil and Water-Creſ. 
ſes ; alſo Leeks, and divers Sorts of Phyſical Herbs 
beſides a vaſt Variety of Fruit, as Grapes, Straw- 
berries, Raſberries, Currans, Cheſnuts, Filbeards, 
Walnuts, Small-Nuts, Hurtle-Berries, and Hanes 
of White-Horn, as big as Eugliſß Cherries, which 
grew all over the Woods, and ppc all Queſtion 
are ſince very much improved. 

Tis generally obſerved, that all Sorts of Orchard- 
Fruit, as Apples, Pears, Plumbs, Cherries, Peaches, 
Ec. in New-Englend far exceed the ſame Kinds in 
England for Beauty, Largeneſs, and Sweetnels, 
though carried originally from thence, excepting 
ſuch Fruit only as has the Advantage of a Wall; 
there are indeed ſeveral Sorts of Fruit in England, 
which are not to be found in New-England, but 
they are continually ſending for them over, ſo that

of which Dr. C. Mather has long ſince pro- 
miſed the World a Catalogue and Deſcription : In 
the mean Time he has given the Royal Society a 
Specimen of ſome of them; he informs them of a 
Plant efficacious in curing Inlammations, called A. 
tieriſypelas, of another, called Pariridge-Berries, EX 
cellent in curing the Dropſy; of a Root called the 
Bleeding-Root, which cures.the Jaundice; of a Thiſtle 
called the Boar-Thiile, very ſhort and prickly, with 
a a large and long Root; which with a Decoction of 
a Root called the Cancer-Root, and a Sort of Devils 
Bit, cures the King's-Evil, though very far gone, 4 
ſmall Quantity being drank every Day, and the 
bruiſed Roots applied to the ſcrophulous Tumour, 
But of theſe American Plants the Doctor promiſes a 
larger Crop®.

The moſt uſual Way is to parch it in Aſhes, 
fring it ſo artificially, as to be very tender 
without burning. This they ſift and beat in Mor- 
tars into fine Meal, which they eat dry, or mix'd 
with Water, and call Nocake, The Engliſh mix 
it into a very ſoft Paſte, and make Bread of it, 
which they bake all Night, or all Day. The 
beſt Sort of Food that is made of it is called 
Samp; to make it, the Corn is watered half an 
Hour, beat in a Morcar to the Bigneſs of Rice, 
ſifted, boil'd, and then eat with Milk, or Butter 
and Sugar, which is a very pleaſant, wholeſome 
Diet. This was the moſt uſual Diet of the firſt 
Planters, and is ſtill in Uſe among them, as 
well in Fevers as in Health. 

e The Engl. % have alſo made good Beer of it, 
by Malting it, or making it into Bread; when 
they malt it, it muſt chill both Ways, Root and 
Blade; to do which, they heap it up at a con- 
venient Time, then take away the Top of the 
Farth in a Garden-Field two or three Inches 
deep, after which they cover the Ground with 
the Corn, and the Corn with the Earth. When 


the Plat is green all over with the Corn-ſprouts, 


which will be in about ten Days, it muſt be 
taken up, the Earth ſhaken from ir, and dried, 
then waſh*d, and dry'd again in a Kiln. This 
makes the Malt, and that Beer, which will be 
pleaſant, wholeſome, and of a brown Colour. 
The Beer made of Bread is more durable, and 
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h MW the Bread into great Lumps as big as a Man's 
n Fiſt, maſh, and manage it as they do Malt, 
1, “ adding, or omitting Hops, as is deſired.” 


Beans of all kinds grow in New- England, 
but the greateſt Plenty is of the Kidney- Beans. 
kind; but neither theſe nor the Indian Corn 
grow wild now, tho' both were found among the 
Natives when the Engliſb firſt went thither. The 
laians have a Tradition, that a Crow brought the 
Crt Bean, and a Black-Bird the firſt Grain of In- 
ian Corn into thoſe Parts; for which reaſon thoſe 
Birds are accounted ſacred by them, tho? they are 
0 miſchievous, that the Exgliſß contrive all Ways 
hey can think of to deſtroy them. | 
There is no Country almoſt where there is 
rater Variety of Fowl, both wild and tame, Fouls. 
han in New- England ; as Brants, Partridges, | 
ſurkies, Ducks, Geeſe, Herons, Storks, Heath- 
ocks, Cormorants, Swans, Widgeons, Doppers, 
pack-birds, and Barn-Door Poultry. Dr. C. Ma- 
er fays they have wild Turkies of fifty or ſixty 
ound Weight, and vaſt Flights of Pigeons, which 
me and depart at certain Seaſons of the Tear“.

Spurnwinck, Kenebunck, York, and Piſcat » ſome 
of which are navigable for ſeveral — up the 
Country ; there are likewiſe ſeveral good Harbours 
in it, as Cape-P, 
and, Caſco-Bayz and ſeveral Iſlands on the Coaſt, 
ſome of which are 10 Miles in Length. The Inland 
Part of the. Country is high and mountainous, and 
conſequently barren, but upon the Coaſt and by the 
River's Side tis tolerably fruitful ; the chief Trade 
of the Inhabitants 1s in Beaver, Lumber, and Fiſh.. 

Southward of New-Hampſpire is the Province of 
the Maſſachuſet-Bay, which receives its Name from 


the Indian Nation that inhabited thoſe Parts before 


the Enghſþ took Poſſeſſion of the Country; it was 
cuſtomary among the Savages to give Names to their 
little Nations or Clans, from ſome remarkable Hill, 
River, or Spring about which they lived; but whe- 
ther this Name had its Origin from the Maſſachuſet 
River now called | Charles- River, or from a Hull 
called Beacon- Hill, on the South-Weſt Side of the

It appears from hence, that the Government of 


New -England r:ſembles very much that of Eng-

' vithout whoſe joint Conſent no Act can paſs into 
a Law, Every one who has 405. a Year in Land, 
or 501. perſonal, Eſtate, is a Burgeſs; and every 
Houſe-keeperz paying Scot and Lot, is a Freeman 
of the Town where he lives, and is qualified, by 
taking the uſual Oaths, to. ſerve his Country in any 
Civil or Military Employment, without being ob- 
liged to take the Sacrament in any particular Com- 
munion. 

But if the Reader would acquaint himſelf more 
exactly with the Privileges of the People, or the 
diſtin Powers of the ſeveral Parts of the Legil- 
lature of New-England; I muſt refer him to their 
Charter, which I have publiſh'd in the Appendix.

Manufacture, and Birmingham Ware, as Tools for 


Mechanics, Knives, Sciſſars, Buckles, Nails, Sc. to 
the Value of 100, ooo J. annually, and upwards. 


In Return for theſe Goods, our Merchants ex- 
port from thence about 100, ooo Quintals“ of dried 
Codfiſh yearly, which they ſend to Portugal, Spain, 
and the ſeveral Ports of Italy, the Returns for which 
are made to London out of the Product of thoſe 
Countries, and may amount to the Value of about 
80,000 J. annually, The direct Trade from Boſton 
to London is not ſo conſiderable, though our Mer- 
chants receive from thence Maſts and Yards for the 
King's Ships, Pitch, Tar, Turpentine, Skins, Furs, 
Oil, Whale-fins, Logwood, Ships, about 3000 
Tons annually. So that theſe Commodities, eſpe- 
cially Pitch and Tar, which were formerly pur- 
chaſed of the Swede at high Prices, are now fallen 


to half the Value; and Logwood, for which we 


paid to the Spaniard 30 or 407. per Ton, is now 


reduced to 12/7. per Ton, which is the preſent 


Price; and out of this 12/7. there is 44. 5 5. paid 
to the Crown for Cuſtom. And it deſerves to be 
conſidered, that New-England produces ſuch Quan- 
tities of this Commodity, as are not only ſufficient 
for our own Uſe, but enable us to ſupply Holland, 
Hamburgh, and other Markets of Europe. 

The New-England Merchants trade to the other

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nually, And without this Aſſiſtance from Neu- 
England, thoſe Plantations could not ſubſiſt; for if 
the Sugar Iſlands were obliged to ſow W heat, and 
plant as much Indian Corn as they wanted, they 
muſt neceſſarily plant the fewer Canes, and by Conſe. 
quence make the leſs Sugar, by which means their 
Neighbours would underſell them at Market; for

there are now ſuch great Quantities of Sugar made in 


the Dutch and French Plantations, and ſo much im- 
ported from Braſil by the Portugueze, that our Su- 
gar Iſlands need all Advantages to make this Com- 
modity cheap, and in Plenty, that we may be able 
to outdo, or at leaſt to equal, our Neighbours in 
the foreign Markets. Beſides, if the Weſtern Plan- 
tations were to employ their Slaves in fiſhing, &c. or 
feed them with Beef and other Proviſions from Bri- 
tain and Ireland, the Expence of a Plantation would 
devour the whole Produce of it; ſo that the Neu- 
England Trade is abſolutely neceſſary to the Sup- 
rt of our other Plantations in America, 

- *Tis the Unhappineſs of this Country indeed to 
have no Staple-Commodity to ſend for England in 
lieu of the Merchandize they receive from thence, 
but what may be had cheaper from ſome Part of 
Europe or other. There are indeed very good Cop- 
per and Iron Mines in New-England, which might 
be improved and turn to a good Account; but 
the Parliament of England have not thought fit to 
ſuffer them to manufacture thoſe Metals for the 
home Conſumption, much leſs to ſend them abroad; 
and whether they can ever make it worth their while 
to ſend them over in Oar or Bars, is a very great 
Queſtion, Great Improvements likewiſe might be 
made 1n their Timber, Plank, Deals, Hemp, Pitch, 


| Tar, and Turpentine; and it might be worth our 


Merchants while to .import them from thence, 
provided Care was taken by the General Aſſembly 
to prevent Abuſes in making up thoſe Commodi- 
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ties, and a larger Bounty could be obtained upon the 


importing them into England.

Aſſembly, which deſcend as low as half a Crown, 
eighteen Pence and twelve Pence, ſo that the Gen- 
tlemen of New-England carry all their Money in 
their Pocket-Books; hence it is that the Courſe of 
Exchange runs ſo much to the Diſadvantage of the 
Country, that 100/. to be paid in London, is this 
Year worth 220 and 2257. paid in New-England ; 


ſo that if a Merchant of Boſton ſhould remit his 
Eſtate to London, it would not be worth half ſo 


much as it is there; but on the other Hand, if a 
Merchant of London worth 1000 J. ſhould have a 
Mind to fettle in New-England, and carry his Ef.
